Train No. 5 was the only through train 
going south from this city at night. Half an 
nour after the attempted robbery the Mobile 
& Ohio officials bad heard the news, and at 
once dispatched a special engine to the 
scene. This engine carried a number of East 
St. Louis police and detectives, who had 
been hastily gathered together as soon as the 
news of the affair was received. 

As soon as the special engine arrived at 
Forest Lawn the police instituted a vigorous 
search forthe robbers. Two theories were 
formed. One was that the bandits would 
seek refuge inthe town and the other was 
that they would immediately attempt to re- 
turn to St. Louis. 

The telephone was set in operation to in- 
tertept them should the latter course be 
adopted and a house to house inspection of 
all places in which it was thought possible 
they might aud refuge was commenced. A

THE NEWS HERE. 

The frst news of the robbery reached St. 
Louis about 11 o’clock Isst night, when a tel- 
ephone message was received at the Four 
Courts from the police authorities of East 
St. Louis to the effect that a Mobile & Ohio 
passenger train had been held up at Forest 
Lawn. The first statement was that the 
train nad been beld up by seven masked men 
and it was not stated whether they had 
secured anything. 

At 11:30 p. m. a second engine was sent out 
in charge of Conductor Allen and Engineer 
Turner. 

McGrath and Officers Haley and An- 
drews went out on the engine.

As soon as the East St. Louis police learned 
of the attempted robbery and after 
Sergt. McGrath and the three patrolmen 
had been sent to the scene, 
every approach to the city was guarded, in 
order to capture the bandits if they returned. 
The east approach to the bridge was watched 
also, for the authorities were of opinion that 
like their predecessors the robbers would at- 
tempt to make their way to st. Louts. 
The police of East St. Louls entertained 
very poor opinions of the professional merit 
of the robbers, regarding them as amateurs 
from their lack of nerve and their failure to 
shoot.

DIED FROM STARVATION. 


Three Victims to Pinching Want Sue 
cumb at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 23.—Within the past 
twenty-four hours three deaths have oc- 
curred in this vicinity from starvation. The 
names of the dead are: 

ANTHONY DOMINICK, an Austrain, aged 60 
years, died in Pittsburg at 6 o "Glock this 
morning. 

Mary WEISMAN, daughter of Henry Weis- 
man of Allegheny, aged 8 years. 

Mus. DICEA ARTHUR, a widow,aged 60 years, 
died yesterday at Homestead. 

In the case of Dominick it was developed 
at the Coroner’s inquest thathe, with about 
forty others—Hungarians, Italians and Aus- 
trians—lived together, each man doing his 
own cooking. Dominick had not worked for 
two months, and for days at a time he 
would have nothing to eat. On Thursday he 
procured some putrid fish, and, in his haif- 
starved condition, ate of it ravenously. The 
man took sick and died without any of the 
others paying any attention to bim. A ver- 
dict of death from starvation was rendered. 

The little Weisman girl had been sick for a 
week, but the parents could not provide 
proper food and medical treatment, and it 
was only when the child died that the neigh- 
bors learned how distressed the family was. 
The other children, older than the one who 
died, were found to be suffering from

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Dec. m. Ane expected 
in the rallroad world happened to-day. Th 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and st. Louis & 
San Francisco roads and branches, compris - 
ing the Santa Fe system proper, have been 
placed in the hands of three receivers, the 
order being made by United States Cir- 
cuit Judge H. C. Caldwell in chambers in 
this city at 5:30 o'clock this evening. 
“The application was made by the Union 
Trust Co. of New York, trustees for the bond - 
holders of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
and the Mercantile Trust Co. of New York, 
and trustees for the bondholders of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco, 

Although the press of the country has an- 
ticIpated this for some time past, not until 
the death of Chairman George ©. Magoun 
last week was any immediate action con- 
templated. The first ihtimation of decisive 
action was received at2 o'clock this after- 
noon, when a special, the Catoosa, with 
baggage-car attached, which left St. 
Louis this morning, arrived over 
the Iron Mountain with prominent railway at- 
torneys and officials on board, who hastened 
to the Federal Court-house and were soon 
closeted with United States Circuit Judge 
Caldwell, who had arrived from St. Louis the 
night before. 

The distinguished party included Geo. F. 
Shires, Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Courts of Kansas, of Topeka; Geo. R. Peck, 
General Solicitor for the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe of Chicago; F. D. Kenna, General 
Solicitor of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco of St. Touis; H. L. Mor- 
Hl, General Manager and seeond Vice- 
President. Frisco, of St. Louis; Charlies B. 
Alexander and W. W. Green of the firm of 
Alexander & Green, New York, counsel for 
the Mercantiie Trust Co. ot New York and 
W. W. Rossiugton ot » counsel for the 
Unten tres, Ce. of 


Judge Caldwell until 5:30 o’clock, when an 
order was agreed upon appointing three 
receivers for the Santa Fe, J. W. 
Reinhart, President of the Atchison, J. J. 
McCook, General Counsel of the Santa Fe 
system and Joseph C. Wilson, clerk of the 
United States District Court at Topeka, Kan., 
the latter being a compromise receiver, the 
railroads having recommended Mr. Rein- 
hart, McCook and George Nickerson, the 
lattera director of the system, but who was 
objected to by the complainants. 

The receivership met noresistance from the 
present railroad companies, and an agree- 
ment was quickly nad. The bills in both 
cases, that of the Santa Fe and Frisco,“ 
showed that the lines were heavily mortgaged 
with maturing obligations coming in soon, 
and that the interest due January 1 could not 
be paid and would be foreclosed. In both cases 


the complainants’ bills went elaborately 
into figures and were very full and volumin- 
ots. The bonded indebtedness aggregates 
$232,000,000, as follows: $150,000,000 first mort- 
gage bonds; $77,000,000 class A! second 
mortgage bonds; $5 ,000, 000 class B'“ second 
mortgage bonds. 

The interest due Jan. i will aggregate 
nearly $3,000,000 and the floating debt ts about 

,000, 000, making total abilities of about 
$240, 000, 000. J. W. Reinhart and J. T. Ne- 
Cook, two of the receivers, are well known 
in railroad circles throughout the country; 
the other receiver, Joseph C. Wilson, has 
been twice Mayor of Topeka and is corsid- 
ereda very level-headed man. 

A supplementary bill will likely be filed at 
Topeka Jan. 5, which will be tantamount to 
foreclosure of the bonded indebtedness, in 
event the branche’s lines, which have been 
sapping the life blood ofthe main lines, will 
be lopped off. The order in each of the two 
cases is the same, and directs that 
the receivers be authorized and 
directed to take immediate 
possession ofall the railroads and proper- 
ties, including 9,846 miles of operated: lines 
and to run, Manage and operate them, an 
to execute the authority and franchises of 
the roads and conduct systematically their 
dusiness. 

» The receivers are ordered to execute a 
bond for $50,000 within the next twenty days, 
and the order takes an injunction re ulring 
the roads to be turned over to the 
receivers. The order gives full direction to 
the receiyers toemploy and discharge em- 
ployes and to bring suits and have authori- 
ty over the money that comes into their 
hands; to pay expenses for operating the 
property, amounts due for operating the 
roads, and for track service, car mafleage 
and taxes, and the ‘order pro- 
vides that it is made upon 
the express conditions that all 
legal debts now aue and which were con- 
tracted in the operation of the road and in- 
cluding damages and money, and work fur- 
nished and done in the construction, repair 
and equipment of the roads shall be a first

The Atchison System Amply Able to Earn 
a Safe Balance. 

New Tonk, Dec. 28.—President Reinhart of 
the Atchison system has prepared the fol- 
lowing circular: 

The Atchison system asa whole, including 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway 
and all other auxiiliary lines, compris- 
ing 9,845 miles of railroad, is amply 


able, even uner the present adverse condi- 
tions, to carn a safe balance above its fixed 
charges if relieved from floating debt, which 
Is not greater at this time than eighteen 
months ago.

In the 
present great political chess game, there- 
fore, this first real match test between Glad- 
stone and Salisbury since June, 1992, has 
ended in a draw. 

The death of Edward Stanhope, the Tory 
member from Lincolnshire, necessitates an- 
other election next month, and promises to 
be more decisive. “ ; 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Another political event of the week, cer- 
tainly importantin the United States, was 
Salisbury’s frank admission of the necessity 
of reconvening the silver conference. In the 
POSsT-DISPATCH correspondent’s letter cabled 
last Saturday he pointed out the fact that a 
very strong movement had suddenly devel- 
oped in England in favor of this step. 
It has obviously grown in the interval. 
All the weekly financial papers out 
to-day seem to accept the conference as of- 
fering the only solution of the problem of 
saving India from practical bankruptcy 
with all that would imply to home interests.

THE MONSON TRIAL. 

Several legal cases of the current week 
have thrown a lurid light on certain un- 
wholesome conditions prevailingin what is 
called the better society. Alfred J. Mon- 
son is certainly connected with people 
holding the highest social rank, being 
first cousin, through his father, 
of Lord Oxenpvridge and through 
his mother of Lord Galway. Yetit has been 
quite conclusively proven that if he did not 
murder the poor lad committed to his care as 
tutor, he was prepared to take every finan- 
cial advantage ofthe boy’s innocence and 
inexperience, though the charges of outra- 
geous torgeriesonthe part of Monson were 
not proven. Tottenham, whoses hady money 
transactions came out in the trial, is an ex- 
army officer, as also the elder Hambrough, 
who, although tenant-at-life of a great es- 


tate, lives only a precarious existence on 
borrowed half-sovereigns. Monson’s mother 
seems to have borne all the expenses of the 
defense, which amount to $20,000, Counsel 
Thom pson’s fee being 1,000 guineas.

‘*You must understand that Brazil is a 
country larger than the United States if you 
don’t count Alaska, and that this wer occu- 
pies a very small section of the 1,600 miles of 
coast line. There are twenty States, each 
with a Governor of its own and each main- 
taining a partially autonomous existence, 
Of all these States only one is directly inter- 
ested in the present revolution, that Is there 
is only one State out of twenty where fight- 
ing is of interest and occurrence. All these 
twenty Slates send representatives to Con- 
gress, just as the States of this Union of 
yours does, but they are not helping Peixoto 
with arms or men. They are with him in 
sympathy, but prefer to reserve their forces 
until attacked in their owa strongholds. To 
understand the cause of the present outbreak 
one has to go back tothe birth of the Repub- 
ic only four years ago. 


A PROMISING FIELD FOR DARING MEN. 
“The ease with which the empire was over - 
thrown gave an impetus to revolutionary 
business and left it a promising deld for 
daring spirits. Just think of it, there was an 


empire bis in extent of territory and in one 
— in Nov. 16, 1889, the reigning power was 
pulled down and a Republic setup. And the 
total loss of killed and wounded was one 
manandhe was shot by mistake, Theex- 
ample was magnificent.

Fonseca became dictator and ruled the 
State until an election could be held and a 
constitution ay ge Then he was elecrad 
President. But the taste of power during 
his aictatorship was too much for him and 
he was forever overriding and overruling 
the constitution. This was too much and 80 
another revolution was plotted and by this 
same Mello, who now poses as the hero ofa 
second revolution. The plans were carefully 
laid and on Nov. 28, 1891, Fonseca left the 
chair and Peixoto took his place with Meilo 
as his principal adviser. 

Then came the real trial of the new con- 
stitution. The constitution is patterned 
largely after that or the United States. The 
system is presidential and congressional and 
differs as widely as possible from English or 
French parliamentary systems. During the 
Empire Brazil was a parllamentary govern- 
ment as it is understood in England. It 1s 
now a presidential governmant as the system 
is understood in the United States. Under 
the Empire the Ministers were responsible to 
Parliament, although appointed by the Em- 
peror. If a ministerial measure was Cefeat- 
ed in Parliament the Ministry was expected 
to resign and the Emperor form a neu one, 
The failure of a parliamentary majority for 
any administration measure invariabiy re- 
sulted in a change of government, 

THE SCHEME OF GOVERNMENT. 

The Emperor was a decorative figurehead 
in the same sense in which the Queen is in 
England. Hereigned but did not govern. 
He never exercised his theoretical veto 

ower and his so-called ministers were min- 
sters of the legislature. Under the pres!- 
dential system copied from the nited 
States, the Presidentis the actual head of 
thejnation. He is commander-in-chief of the 
army and navy, appointsand removes min- 
isters at pleasure. The Constitution says in 
terms that these ministers are responsible to 
hfm, not to Congress. They are the agents 

secretaries of the President ex- 
members of President 
Cleveland’s Cabinet are hig agents 
and secretaries, They havg no right to take 
part in the proceedings of Congress, and can 
only communicate with it in writing or per- 
sonally before committees.

THE HOWARD TRIAL. 


The Testimony of George Heatly Creates 
a Sensation. 


Jackson, Tean., Dec. 28.—George Heatly, a 
London cockney, was recalled to the witness 
stand this morning. His testimony created a 
startling sensation. He swore that he 
knew William Lord Moore, who resided 
at No. 6 Ingersoll road, Shepard’s 
Bush, London, and described him 
as being a slim man without beard and 
altogether different in appearance from that 
of the defendant, Dr. Howard. His testi- 
mony was that he had a legacy left him by 
his uncle which he desired to invest, and 
seeing an advertisement in a newspaper 
that William Lord Moore wished to take in 
a partner he applied at his address in 
London and called several times to see him 
about it, but did not like the outlook of the 
claim agency business and declined to Invest 
his legacy. He produced his bank book, 
showing deposits ina bank in Queenstown, 
Australia, consisting of his legacy, collec- 
tions, his earnings and money froman uncle 
in San Francisco; also letters from a 
firm legacy upon signing inclosed receipt. This 
story assisted District Attorney, E. L. Bul- 
lock, assisted by the Scotland Yard de- 
tectives, Frost and Terrell, sought to venti- 
late by having the personal movements of 
the witness from his birth up to his appear 
tne witness stand, including two 
trips to Austraita and his work there as a 
clerk, as oyster saloonkeeper, and a coal 
dealer and his present residence in New York. 

It was developed that on Saturday before 
this trial began he sawan advertisement in 
a newspaper calling on anyone who ever 
knew Wm. Lord Mooretoapply at the Astor 
House, where he met the defendant Howard 
andtold him his experience with William 
Lord Moore, and was brought with their 
other witnesses to Jackson to testify in this 
trial. 

The cross-examination consumed four 
hours. He stated this morning that he visit- 
ed the defendant’s house last night at 10 
o’clock, but only to get his bank book and 
other papers. 

The cross-examination seeks to show a 
want of familiarity with No. 5 Ingersol road, 
the residence of Moore, and its surroundings 
and approaches. 

The defense regards this witness testimony 
as avinidication and enjoys the agitation 
of the prosecution very largely. 

The District Attorney looks as if he did not 
believe a word of Heaty’s story. 

He ts certainly quite an Intelligent witness 
and answers the attorney promptly. 

The cross-examination indicates that the 
prosecution is satisfied thatthe witness has 
come into possession of papers belonging to 
aman of means with a bank account and 
legacy and falsely assumesto be that man 
with whose history and movements he is ac- 
quainted, perhaps as his servant. 

Several other witnesses from New York 
were piaced upon the stand this afternoon, 
who stated that they knew E. Koss and that 
heand the defendant were not one and the 
same person. 

Judge Hammond has decided to hoid court 
on Christmas Day, as there are no authori- 
tles to prevent, and itis the wish of the jury 
not to stop for Christmas.

Mrs. Mollie Snodgrass of East St. Louis

Mrs. Moliie Snodgrass, a resident of East 
St. Louis, was arrested at Nuxent’s Dry 
Goods Store late yesterday afternoon, on the 
charge of shoplifting, Since the great rush 
of shoppers in the past few days a close 
watch has been kept in all the dry 
goods stores of the city for shoplifters. This 
afternoon when Mrs, Snodgrass entered the 
store she was watched closely because her 
actions around the various counters excited 
suspicion. Finally, it is alleged, one of 
the salesmen at the place noticed her 
slipping a piece of lace from one of 


counters under her wrap while the clerk's 
attention was attracted elsewhere. Detec- 
tives Smith and Bambrick who were on 
watch at the store were notified and Mrs, 
Snodgrass was apprehended justas she was 
about to leave the store.

Board Rates and Gets A 1 Insurance— 
The Indemnity Scheme Explained in 


Detail by Mr. Williamson of Kansas 
City. 


William Williamson, attorney and manager 
and the only salaried officer of the Indemnity 
Exchange of Kansas City, of which K B. Ar- 
mour is trustee for the subscribers was in 
town yesterday and will be here 
again Tuesday. He is here meeting 
big insurers. He had a conference 
with Samuel Cupples yesterday and several 
other biginsurers. Mr. Cupples will become 
a subscriber. 

The St. Louis subscribers who have insur. 
ance in effectarethe Wm. Barr Dry Goods 
Co. and Hargadine, McKittrick & Co. These 
companies are in the forefront of a move- 
ment to establish an indemnity exchange in 
St. Louis. 

The real plan of the Indemnity Exchange, 
explained by Mr. Williamson, has attracted 
many big insurers whom he met by appoint 
ment. Their names are not yet ready for the 
public. But they are all studying 
the situation which the st. Louis 
Board of Underwriters has forced 
on them. They do not propose to stand an 
increase that cannot be less than 10 per cent 
and may exceed iffthey have ajsufficient sur- 
face exposed to property eighty feet distant. 

Kansas City has a Board of Underwrit- 
ers,“ Mr. Williamson says, yet its rates 
are no higher now than the St Louis 
rate was before the advance was made. 


Ihe trouble has been that heavy competition 
forcea agents to take all kinds of business. 
Statistics show that 65 per cent of all premi- 
ums is charged for moral hazard. That is, 
under existing stock company methods it is 
fgeured that 65 per cent of insurers are 
rogues. To guard the companies against the 
rogues who are small ingurers, it is necessary 
to make the heavy insurer, who ts forced to 
take all the insurance he can, pay a premium 
that will cover his own possible loss and the 
loss that the moral risks may entail. 

**Suppose, too, that an agent here in town 
places a big line of business in dry goods, 
notions, etc. At the end of the year he 
figures out that the line has been 
unprofitable. He decides to raise 
rate. Yet, as a matter of fact, 
his losses bave all been in small fires, and 
where the moral risk was great. Yet you 
see the people who rarely burn and who 
must carry large insurance are made the suf- 
ferers. It is the large insurer that is pun- 
ished for his thrift and his honesty. He is at 
the mercy of insurance companies unless he 
has the recources at hand for overcoming 
this oppression that is heaped 
upon him dy seeking the protection 
of the Lioyds and private insurance associa- 
tions.

INDEMNITY EXCHANGE PLAN. 

The Indemnity Exchange plan is an inter- 
change of insurance by largest insurers. The 
subscriber must be rated by commercial 
agencies at above $500,000. He subscribes, 
if. approved by the other subscribers, 
for $5,000 and deposits 20 per cent of his sub- 
scription. He gives a power of attorney, 
prescribing the duties of the Subscribers’ 
Advisory Committee and tho manager and 
the agent between subscribers themselves. 
The committee has charge of funds, one 
member being trustee. The attorney fixes 
the rate of insurance upon property to de 
insured. The committee passes on sub- 
scribers, rejects those who become un- 
suitable and enforces payment of claims 
against members when necessary, his policy 
is carried to anon-subscriber. All policies 
issued are underwritten by all the other 
subscribers in separate amounts for each, 
for there is no joint liability. The policy 
premiums are paid in casb as to a stock com- 
pany, but each subscriber is credited in his 
individual account with his proportion 
thereof, 

Only one risk is taken in one city block. 
The maximum risk taken is $150,000 in one 
block. Subscribers are not liable beyond the 
amount oftheir subscription, and evenina 
case of a Chicago fire, their liability would 
not exceed five times their subscriptions, 
Money on hand is placed at interest. When 
a loss occurs money is taken from the credit 
balance of each subscriberto pay such por- 
tion of the loss as may then be due. If this 
credit is insuMcient, the committee has 
power for immediate collections. Expenses 
are limited to 10 per cent of premiums, 

If the committee so elects subscribers may 
be paid annually 6 percent out of premium 
earnings. 

Any subscriber may discontinue under. 
writing by revoking his power of attorney on 
giving five days’ notice, or may demand the 
cancellation of his Mabilities and the pay- 
ment of credit balance within thirty days. 
When a subscriber’s credit balance is greater 
than five times his subscription he may 
withdraw the excess. 

The Kansas City Exchange is one year old 
and has not yet had a loss. It has forty-nine 
subscribers.

PHOTOGRAPHED IN HER COFFIN. 


A Woman's Desperate Artifice to Bring 
Remorse to Her Lover. 


From the London Telegraph. 

Our Vienna corréspondent writes: The 
last act of a melancholy drama has just been 
played with considerable eclat in Vienna be- 
fore the prologue was well over, and already 
novelists and lawyers are busy discussing its 
bearings on their pet theories, and appor- 
tioning the praise and blame among its four 
dramatis person. As a phychological 


study it is well deserving of attention, while 
the sidelight it throws upon the faith and 
fiber of the coming race’’ is as powerful as 
it is lurid. 

The hero is a young man of 27, of good fam - 
ily, intelligent, industrious and honorable, 
whose position as book-keeper in a large 
firm in the city enabled him toekeouta 
modest livelihood and contribute to the sup- 
port of his widowed mother and unmarried 
sister, who are in receipt ofa slender pen- 
sion. The three lived contentedly together 
in a ‘‘cheerful little fat! situated on the 
outskirts of the capital, beyond the fretful 
stir and fever of the busy center, whither 
cheap lodging, or, as the inhabitants put it, 
‘*salubrious air, attracts the bulk of the 
lower middle classes. Fillal plety and 
parental love weré the bonds that united the 
members of this model family. Mother and 
daughter worked as industriously as the son, 
sewing, knitting, embroidering, and in other 
ways contributing their miteto the common 
fund, and for several years the three thus 
traveled ‘‘in cheerful godliness’’ on life’s 
common way. 

A year ago the first note of dissonance was 
heard in the midst of this touching harmony, 
introducing the prologue of the drama that 
was about to begin. Antony L. (this was the 
young man’s name) went out one evening to 
undend his mind for an hour or two in one of 
the brilliant music halis which are so nu- 
merous in Vienna,andin the course of the 
dancing met with a young siren, who not 
only charmed his ear but bewitched his eye 
and led his soul captive. She was young, 
pretty, seductive, innocence incarnate, and 
with an eye where feeling plays in ten 
thousand dewy rays, so that all his efforts 
to break the spell were unavailing. He had 
left home an enthusiastic bachelor, and he 
returned a rapturous oe ge for marriage. 
His mother and sister noted with increasing 


reyret the change in his manner. In their so- 


ciety he found pleasure no more, and when 
he was unable to visit the lady of his heart he 
corresponded with her. They questioned 
him, bantered him, exhorted him, but all to 
no purpose; and then, bowingto fate, con- 
sented to make the acquaintance of the en- 
chantress. 

The first impression was favorable, and the 
more they saw of the lady the more they 
‘*warmed’’ to her, and she finished by weav- 
ing round mother and daughter as potent a 
spell as she had cast over the son. Thekla 
R. (such is the poetic name of the chosen 
one), although only a shop-girl, was for- 
mally recognized as the bride-elect, and the 
wedding was fixed to come off in the near 
future. But there's many a slip ’twixt the 
cup andthe lip, and many a mishap ’twixt 
proposaland marriage. Soonafter the be- 
trothal, which in Austria, as in Germany, is 
usually published in the dally papers, vague 
rumors, followed by circumstantial stories, 
reached the ears of the prospective mother- 
in-law, representing Thekla to be much less 
innocent than she looked—in fact, depicting 
her as ‘‘a creature not too bright or good,’’ 
and describing her former chrysalis stage of 
existence as very different from her present 
butterfly condition of beauty and virtue. 

At first these calumnious whisperings were 
rejected with horror, then a hundred 
tongues took up the tale, every tongue nar- 
rating a different but confirmatory story. 
Antony himself at first refused to listen to 
these horrors, but proofs were soon brought 
forward which removed every doubt. Then 
he shut himself in his room and brooded over 
his sorrow in secret. Thekla meanwhile 
wrote letterupon letter pleading guilty to 
the charges alleged, but begging her late 
bridegroom to overiook the past for the sake 
ot the rosy future that awalted them both 
would he Dut say the word, but he remained 
inexorably silent.

A few days ago the young Man, who was 
still plunged in a sea of silent sorrow, re- 
ceived an unwonted visit from the postman, 
who handed him a registered letter witha 
~ black border, His heart beat violently 
atthe sight. Whatcouldit mean? Who was 
it from? He snatched the letter and looked 
at the address with a terrible presentéwment of 
the truth. ‘the handwriting was not that of 
any of his friends or acquaintances. Impa- 
tient to know the worst, he cut open the en- 
velope and drew out—nota missive, as he had 
expected, but a photograph—a picture far 
more eloquent than any ileSter. It was the 
32 of his lady love, attired in all her 

ridal finery and lying lifeless in her coffin. 

Fora few moments the young man gazeil 
intently at the grewsome llkeness and then, 
with a plereing cry,threw himself on the 
floor, beating his breast, and reproaching 
himself as the murderer of his martyred love. 
God will demand thy life at my hands, he 
exclatmed. 1 am branded forever as a 
murderer. “ The paroxysms of wild despair 
that ensued inspired his relatives with fear 
for the young man’s life. The physician was 
called in, and his verdict proved more ter- 
rible even than a sentence of death—con- 
firmed insanity, with very little hope of ulti- 
mate recovery. It 1s impossible to describe 
the griefof his broken-hearted mother on 
hearing the truth. She was at once taken ill, 
and her condition Is also p+ pk Serious, to say 
nothing of the fact that if she recovers she 
— be virtually a pauper for the rest of her 

ays. 

And how did Thekla, the source of all 
this misery, kill herself“ Lasked. ‘‘Did sne 
poison herself, or was it a ease ot a broken 
heart?’’ ‘*{nekla is not dead at all, was 
the reply. She is as bale and hearty as 
ever. She hit upon the dea of having ber- 
self photographed in her coffin, merely asa 
last resort to induce her lover to forgive and

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CHBISTMAS. 
High authorities in and out of the 
church have doubted whether the birth of 


/Ohrigt actually occurred on the 25th of 


December, or on some other day, The 
evidence upon which the prevailing popu- 
lar Belief is based is entirely traditional, 
and, moreover, it is neither clear nor alto- 
gether consistent. The ancient records 
tell us that among the early Christians 
some celebrated their Christmas on the lst 
or 6th of January, others on the 
29th of March, the date of the 
Jewish Passover, and others still 
on the 2th of September, or 
the Feast of Tabernacles. Attempts 
have also been made to identify the great 
festival of the Christian year with the 
Roman Saturnalia, or festival of Saturn; 
and it has been suggested that, by a wise 
policy, the two were blended for the pur- 
pose of recommending the new religion to 
the devotees of the old. 

But these various opinions are of small- 
est consequence in view of the fact that for 
fifteen hundred years at least the Church 
has been practically unanimous in its ob- 
servance of the 25th of December as the 
day when the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us. This observance, 
whether absolutely correct or not, carries 
with it the weight of long usage, and of a 
sanctity therefrom which nothing can 
ever disturb, much less destroy. 

Christmas is the only festival, sacred or 
secular, which has been from time im- 
memorial, and will always be, especially 
dedicated to children. How could it be 
otherwise? The scene upon which the im- 
agination dwells most fondly and tenderly 
is not the shepherds watching their flocks 
by night beneath the starlit skies of Beth- 
lehem, while the angelic choir fill the soft 
air with heavenly music, proclaiming, 
„Peace on earth and good will to men, 
but that other scene, less sublime, per- 
haps, yet how infinitely more touching! 
It is to the Stable and the Manger to which 
the whole Christian world turn their 
eyes on Christmas morning.

TESTIMONY OF EXPERTS. 


The refusal of an expert on insanity to 
testify for the defensein the Prendergast 
case because the fee was not enough does 
not tend to strengthen public confidence in 
teatimony of that sort. 

Aman who will deliberately refuse to 
aid in the search for truth where a human 
life depends upon it is certainly lacking in 
some of the best human qualities. And 
where he uses his supposed superior 
knowledge as an article of barter, to hawk 
about court rooms, for sale to the highest 
bidder, serviceable either to the side of the 
defense or to that of the prosecution, he 
discredits his own science and makes 
‘‘expert opinion’’ worthless where it 
should be of the highest value. 

* As testimony of this kind is employed in 
public prosecutions, ite value depends al- 
most wholly upon the absolute Sincerity 
of the witnesses. It is very easy for a man 
well versed ina science to so shade his 
meanings and qualify his words as to mis- 
leadajuryand direct their minds away 
from, rather than towards the truth. He 
is beyond detection of the layman whose 
imperfect acquaintance with the subject 
makes it impossible for him to follow the 
labyrinthine windings of scientific die- 
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be. If it is once thrown into the market 
it is subject to the law of trade; it goes 
to the highest bidder, and will be shaped 
in such wise as to serve the purposes of 
the buyers. 

Fees should, of course, be paid witnesses 
for the time lostand for any expense in- 
curred in making chemical, microscopical 
or similar examinations. No one can ob- 
‘ject to this practice, which is in the nature 
ofa necessary court expense. But there 
are certainly honest men enough in the 
country well qualffed to give unbiased and 
useful opinion, who are willing to testify 
for the sake of truth and justice rather 
than for money. And when it is found 
that a witness has extorted a large fee from 
either side as the price of his service he 
should be ordered off the stand as an unfit 
witness, or the jury should be warned that 
his testimony is to be regarded with the 
same suspicious scrutiny as the speeches of 
‘the hired advocates in the case.

THE ECONOMY OF CHRISTMAS. 


No one ever feels the poorer for what he 
gives away on Christmas and asa matter 
of fact such giving is never a loss. It isa 
gain of the most essential thing in life—the 
spirit which makes life not only tolerable, 
but enjoyable and wholly worth living. 

But if there are those who will not be- 
lieve in the existence of any gain which 
can not be measured in dollars and cents, 
even for such Christmas giving has its 
uses. 

The mean man can never be the most 
successful man. He becomes narrow and 
near-sighted. Penny-wiseness has kept 
a thousand in poverty where rashness 
has kept ten. 

The man who has not learned to part 
with his own except in the hope ofan im- 
mediate and direct return has not mas- 
tered the first principle of great success. 

The man who succeeds best is not the 
man of penny-wiseness, but the one who 
has learned to part with pounds with less 
ofa pang than it costs the mean man to 
risk a penny. 

A certain appearance of success may 
come from penn y-wiseness, but meanness 
can never achieve anything better than 
meanness. Large results in any direction 
must come from large thoughts, and the 
habit of broadness in thinking can not 
come to the miser or the man who habit- 
ually shuts himself within himself and 
looks on the whole world as his enemy, 
bent on taking his property from him. 

It is not to be doubted that if the broad 
and generous thought which is habitual to 
Christmas were habitual during the rest of 
the year as well, the world would be the 
gainer for it in every way, as would all 
who ingrain into their natures the law of 
generosity, under which men get back in 
heaping measure what they have given 
without expectation of return.

ERRORS IN INSTRUCTIONS. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 26.—The case of 


the St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern IRT. 


Co., appellant, vs. William G. Clark, re- 
spondent, appealed from St. Louis, was to- 


day reversed and remanded by court in banc 
on account of errors in the instructions by 
the court. The case has been before the Su- 
reme Court for some time, and will now 
aveto gothe same route again for settle- 
ment. A brief summary of the reasons for 
oo willbe of pecullar interest to the 
r 


It isa proceeding to condemn a right of 
way foraroad through Clark’s land, which 
lies within the limits of the city. 

Exception is taken to instructions. 

No. 1 by the defendant because the jury is 
told the company was entitled to the ex- 
clusive possession and control of its right of 
way over Olark's land, and that no one, not 
even Clark, had the right to cross said track, 
except where a street or alley had been 
opened. The court holds ‘‘that tne owner of 
the fee, as well as others, is excluded from 
concurrent use unless he is entitled toa 
crossing either under the statute or from ne- 
cessity.”’’ It will be borne in mind that the 
right of way cuts into Olark’s land. 

n paragraph 2 itis said thatthe foregoing 
instruction is claimed dy the plaintiff to be 
erroneous, in that it excludes defendant 
from a crossing from one part of his land to 
the other, and thereby entities him to larger 
damages, as he would thus be deprived of 
the use of the two parcels of land in connec- 
tion in the business to which they are 
adapted. Thescourt jholds this view to be 
correct and the instruction erroneous. 

Judge Biack in a separate opinion con- 
curred in by Judges Brace, Gantt, Sherwood 
and Burgess, and dissented from by MacEar- 
lane, holds that the exclusion of the testi- 
mony ofthe company’s engineer to the ef- 
fect that crossings should be made over the 
track for benefit of defendant was erroneous.

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The Old New York Landmark at the Foot 
of Jackson Street. 


New Tonk, Dec. 22.—If you stroll down 
Jackson street to the East River and then 
turn back you will seeon the river front of 
an old gambrel-roofed frame house the 
words ‘*Ferry -House’’ almost obliterated by 


wind and weather. Had you ever heard of 
the Jackson street ferry It hasn’t been 
running since 1870, but the old house still has 
its sign up. The Ferr Point Association 
makes a clubd-room of the old waiting- room. 
Deserted is old Jackson square now, but Jong 
ago it was a great hang-out. ‘*Pop’’ WII 
son, who was President of the ferry com- 
pany, kept a porter-house there, and across 
the square was Ola man Squires’ porter- 
house.

The Nose and Not the Mouth Is the Nat- 
ural Passage of the Breath. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH. 

Neither man nor animalshould breathe 
through the mouth, for the only proper way 
of inhalation is through the nose. The cold, 
dry and impure alr is sufficiently warmed, 
provided with steam and cleansed of dust, 
when inhaled through the nose. Only in this 
organ are found those delicate arrange- 
ments of nature, which prevent the taking

the nostrils the nose throws them 
off by the so-called nasal rolex 
process, which includes sneezing. This ex- 
plains the phenomenon of sneezing, whieh 
may not be generally known. In breathin 
through the mouth the airisneither suf- 
ficiently warmed nor moistened, and reaches 
the larynx, the air passages and the lungs 
charged with all its foreign substances, such 
as dust, com of mineral, animal and 
vegetable bodies. Whereversuch abn 
breating is indulged in the teeth are found to 
decay more 1 and diseases of the 
throat and the respiratory organs are more 
easily contracted. Various experiments have 
also demonstrated that there is a casual con- 
nection with stammering and breathing 
through the mouth. 

Radical measures should be adopted, where 
breathing through the mouth exists either 
from habit or because the air passages of the 
nose are obstructed. In the latter case a 
physician must be consulted to remedy the 
evil; inthe former it is sufficient to devise 
some mechanical means for closing off§the 
mouth until proper breathing t gh the 
nose has again n restored.

MARSHALS OF FRANCE. 


Canrobert Survives to Keep the 
High Title From Extinction. 


Paris Letter to London Telegraph. 

At no distant date the title of Marshal is 
destined to disappear fromthe French army 
list, and to become an historicalor archeo- 
logical curiosity. The death of the Duke of 
Magenta leaves Marshal Canrobert the sole 
possessor of the dignity, which, according to 
some, was first conferred on Alberic Clement, 
Seigneur of Metz, who was killed at the 


siege of Saint Jean d! Acre. There were 
twenty Marshals in the reign of the 
Grand Monarque and his successors had 
about the same number, The office was sup- 

ressed by the Revolution, and was restored 
5 the First Napoleon, who ordered the royal 
lilies on the baton to be removed and re- 

laced by bees. He also directed the Latin 
fnscription, ‘**Terror Beilt, Decus Pacis,’’ to 
be usea on the Insignia of the rank of Marshal 
of France. The battle was only carried by 
those entitled to it on great occasions of 
state, but the eccentric Castellane, who died 
in 1862, alwaysinsisied on taking his short 
ornamental staff with him wherever he went. 

The third Republic, imitating the first, re- 
solved to let the title die out, and has never 
appointed successors to Leboouf or Basaine, 
who were the last Marshals appointed under 
the second Empire. It is curious to note that 
nearly all the Marshals of France who have 
had any celebrity during the past forty or 
fifty years have died at advanced ages. n- 
aon died in 1871 atthe age of 76, Valliant 
was 82, Baragaay G’Hilliers was 83 and Le- 
boat 79. Bazaine, who died in 1888, was 77, 
and MacMahon, who has just gone over to 
the majority, was nearly %6,

Old Age.

Nathaniel P. Banks, in a dazed condition. 
He boarded the carin Boston, accompanied 
by two young men, who paid 
his fare.

The old gentle- 
man became nervous when alone and 
anxiously inquired ofthe passengers where 
the car was going. 

Jam Gen. Banks of Waltham’’ said he,

He was told the destination of. the car, and 
the conductor promised to look out for him. 
The General said nothing of how he came in 
his peculiar position. Passing through 
Lynn, the conductor notified Supt. E. 
C. Foster of the railroad and was instructed 
to transfer Gen. Banks to a returning 
caratthe endof histrip to Swamp Scott. 
From Swamp Scott the General was sent 
back to this city, where he was met by 
Special Policeman Valentine, who escorted 
himtoatrain and accompanied him to his 
nome in Waltham. It waslearned that the 
General, who has become as helpless as 
a child in his old age and does not 
travel withoutan attendant, bechme sepa- 
rated from his man whilein Boston among 
the crowd of Christmas shoppers. It is 

robable that the two goung men befriended 
Rien. and understanding that he wanted to 
go to Lynn, assisted him aboard the car. 

Gen. Banks was born in Waltham Jan. 80, 
1816. He was admitted tothe bar in 1849, and 
was elected Speaker of the State Assembly 
in 1851 and in 1858. He was elected to Con- 
gress in 1853 as a coalition Democrat. He 
served several terms in Congress and was 
elected Speaker ofthe House. He was three 
times the Governor of Massachusetts.

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NUMEROUS OF HER PURSUERS HAVE 
BITTEN THE DUST. 


Born and Reared Among the Ozark Moun- 
tains in Southwestern Missouri—Her 
Father Said to Have Operated an Un- 
lawful Still and Peddled Contraband 
Whisky—“‘Tom”’ a Daring Girl From 
Early Childhood. 


ENID, 0. T.. Dec. 23.—The recent escapade 
of the notorious female horsethief, ‘*Tom’’ 
‘King, from the El Reno Jail in broad day- 
light has revived many of the wonderful 
stories so well Known throughout this terri- 
tory. Many of the exciting events in her 
life will probably never be known unless she 
reveals them herself, because in nearly 
every instance where ske has been 
pursued death to the pursuer has been 
the result. She was born and reared 
in the seclusion of the Ozark Mountains in 
Southwestern Missouri, remote from civili- 
ta tion or the influences of church or society. 
Her parents were not considered lawless, al- 
though old Tom King, it was believed, oper- 
atedasmall still and peddled contraband 
whisky among the Settlers who at that early 
day inhabited the Ozarks of Missouri. 

Tom' was a daring girl from early child- 
hood and would go on long hunting expe- 
ditions alone. She was known for miles 

around, andthe eariy pioneers would spill 
their blood for her. It is said that before she 
was l4she eloped with a lover of doubtful 
reputation, who afterward proved to bea 
notorious horsethief that had been wanted 
for years by the federal authorities in the 
Indian Territory. 

She followed her lover in many of his ex- 
ploits, and one night, while camped in a 
grove oftreeson the South Canadian and 
surrounded by a posse of Deputy United 
States Marshals, she stood by the side of ber 
outlaw husbandand handled a Winchester 
as dextrously as a brave trooper. When 
her husband fell, pierced bya bullet, she 
mounted her steed and escaped to the 
Wichita mountains, where she has beena 
hunted woman ever since. A dig price was 
set on her head. 

She is of more than medium height, 
weighs 140 pounds, is rather prepossessing 
and with the hadiliments of her sex is an or- 
Ginary good-looking woman. With good 
clothes she has secreted in her rendezvous, 
she has been enabledtoelude her pursuers 
on more than one occasion. Fearless as a 
Comanche, a dead shot, a skillful rider and 
with remarkable physical endurance, sheis 
not constantly annoyed by deputies. 

The story is told of her that at Paul Val- 
ley last summer a Dall was in progress at 
the hotel where she was stopping 
and she was invited to dance 
by the gentleman who knows Fort Smith 
when he sees ‘it. During his dance he con- 
fded to his partner that he was an om 
cer in search of the notorious **Tom’’ King, 
who it was belleved wasin hiding in that 
section. She imparted the information to 
the sleuth hound that if he would meet her in 
the yard at | o’clock she would give him 
news of the great norse thief. 

At the appointed hour tie deputy strolled 
outintothe yard. There he met his partner 
ofthe ball room, mounted on his own horse; 
and after politely asking him tohand over 
his weapons, she galloped away. 

At anothertime she was negotiating fora 
large livery and feed stable in ‘Sapulpa, 
Cherokee Nation. She represented herself as 
a wealthy ranchman. from Texas 
and was rigged out in high heeled 
boots, ponderous spurs and the 
regulation sombrero. In the negotiation the 
owner revealed the fact that he had some 
very fine animalson a ranch not far away 
attended by a Creek negro. That night she 
went down to the ranch, stole the horses 
and run them off. She returned in a few 
days as a handsome woman, dressed flashily, 
and solicited subscriptions for a book pub- 
lishing house. In some way she put the om 
cers on a false scent and the horses were 
hever recaptured. 

Three years ago, during the fight that was 
waged in the Cherokee Nation between the 
factions of that tribe in the election ofa 
Chief, and which later was carried into the 
Council, she appeared as zone of the promi- 
nent workers of the Hays faction, and was 
very prominent and lobbiedin the interest 
of her friends. She was the brains of the 
fight, andinevery transaction where cun- 
ning and trickery were necessary she was 
consulted in every detail. She rode out of 
the capital one day on a stolen horse. 

She does not steal horses for the frevenue 
that it brings her, It is a mania. An old 
Indian trader who lives near Ft. Sill says 
that she gives her stolen horses, after riding 
them pretty hard for a few weeks, to the 
poor settlers in the Pan Handle, and to this 
is attributed her success in evading the offi- 
cersin that region. All the settlers, men 
and women, are her friends and would goto 
any end to protect her. 

She is nota woman of refinement by any 
means, bat her experience has brought her 
a great dealof worldly knowledge and cun- 
ning and it is said that tzhe has dined 
with many dignitaries of the Southwest in 
their political meanderings through the 
drearier wastes of an almost uninhabited 
couatry. 

When she was arrested and confined in the 
El Reno jaila few days ago, and from which 
she made one of her sensational escapes, 
she was robed in the apparel of her sex and 
rode a lady's saddle when brought into 
town. She protested her innocence to all 
her visitors, and said she was gulltless of any 
wrong doing. She was in a flood of tears all 
the time and refused to eat, and could not be 
comforted. She carried herself with such 
womanly modesty and adroitness toward the 
jailer that the fellow became smitten by her 
charms and her liberty was in sight. 

One night, while a storm was raging, two 
horses were brought tothe rear of the jail. 
In a few minutes ‘'Tom’’ and her smitten 
guard were astridé the horses and away in 
the storm. In three days the poor fellow was 
abandoned and one of the bioodhounds put 
on theirtrail was afterwards found dead 
with a note fastened to one ear by a hairpin, 
giving warning of the same fate to those who 
dared to pursue. The poor fellow who suc- 
cumbed to her wiles is half dead from re- 
morse, while she is in seclusion. 

She commits murder only in defense of her 
liberty, and has been known to shoot an offi: 
cer only when hard pressed. There are 
many rewards out for her capture.

Jlent him my key most gladly, but 1 had a 
new lock and a new key next day. 

There was.a sound ofrevelry last Tuesday 
night. The seamstress on the third floor front 
was marriedto the cigar-maker on the second 
floor back. Afterthe ceremony and the sup- 
per, as one room could not contain all the 
guests, every roomer proceeded to keep open 
house on his own account—that is to say, for 
instance; The harness-maker living in the 
third floor back visited the telegraph operator 
in the front parlor, and the bookkeeper in 
the second-floor front entertained two en- 
gineers from the room- house across the way, 
while the brassfinisher left his back parlor 
and became convivial with a family of three 
living in one room.

About two hours afterwardl was awak- 
ened by light and noise in the room, I 
peered from under the covers and witnessed 
a most pecullar scene. The stranger was 
seated bare-legged in the center of the floor, 
severing his blanket with a small 
pair of scissors. Beside him 
lay a spool of thread, a 
paper of needles andathimble. After he had 
cut the warm fabric into the shapeof a 
man’s legs he proceeded to sew the sides to- 
gether, and when the task was completed he 
inserted his legs in the garment, and be- 
came the proud possessor of a most com- 
fortable pair of drawers. Then he dressed 
himself entirely, placed the scissors, thread, 
needles and thimble in his coat pocket, blew 
out the light and went to bed. When morn- 
ing dawned Iwas awake and looked about 
for my room-mate, but the gentle stranger 
was gone.

A. Hill, receiving teller of the defunct St. 
Nicholas Bank, Friday night was as much of 
a surprise to the residents of Newark as it 
wastothe bank officers of New York. No 
one could give a clew as to the disposition of 
the $42,000 which he admitted was missing 
from the vaults of the bank. 

He has been a resident of Newark nearly 
twenty-three years, aud during all that time 
he kept himself aloof from social or munici- 
pal affairs. He was looked on by prominent 
citizens as being exclusive in his habits. 
About twenty-four years ago he married 
Miss Susan Thompson of Washington, 
Warren Co., N. J. They came to 
Newark and lived with his mother. 
She was in comfortable circumstances and 
her son easily obtained a situation ina New 
York bank as a messenger. He showed 
ability and was advanced. Later he obtained 
aclerkship in the St. Nicholas Bank and 
from time to time was promoted until he at - 
tained the post of paying teller. 

In compliance with the terms of the ball 
bond made Friday night Mr. Hill called on 
Judge Samuel Kalisch early to-day and re. 
newed his promise to appear every day until 
the extradition papers are producea. He 
left court after saying he would make no 
statement yet. Judge Kalisch says he is not 
acquainted with Mr. Hill. | |

he was brought before me Friday night I 
thought there was something sirange in his 
appearance.

CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY INFLUENCE. 

The approach of Christmas has influenced 
all public life in Germany. During the past 
week the generai vacations have set in, the 
theaters have been closed partly in prepara- 
tion for new pieces for the holidays and 
wholesale trade has stopped as usual. The 
schools were closed yesterday, and railway 
travel is at its height, for everybody is going 
home for Christmas. The streets have the 
appearance of a forest; there is hardlya 
block without hundreds of Christ- 
mas trees offered for sale. Over 
a quarter of a million Christmas 
trees have arrived in this city during the 
month from Sweden and Norway and from 
the Black Forest. The streets are thronged 
as at noother time of the year. At some 
hours of the afternoon motion in the center 
of the business p -rtion of Berlin becomes 
almost impossible. As Christmas approaches 
the haste and hurry increase. Notbing else 
is thought of but Christmas jollity. The 
Empress is seen dally visiting the various 
shops in order to buy gifts for herself, and 
allthe members of the court follow the ex- 
ample set by old Emperor William. 


KREUTZ ZEITUNG STILL ACTIVE. 

The Kroutz Zeitung party makes an excep- 
tion to the rule and continues its fight against 
Von Capriviand the Government. Its organ 
declares that the tablecloth between the Con- 


servatives and Caprivi has been cut by the 
latter; that there is no longer any common 
cause between them and it is a case of ‘‘war 
to the knife. 

The Liberal and Radical papers are annoyed 
at the conciilatory, attitude adopted by the 
Chancellor and foreign secretary in regard to 
the Agrarians and hope that the day is near 
at hand when Caprivi will take up the glove 
and fight. 

The National Zeitung suggests that the Con- 
servatives could easily be made to feel their 
folly if Caprivi would fill the vacancies ex- 
isting in the higher offices by the Liberals, 
The extreme methods of the Agrarians ap- 
pear, however, to be defeating their own 
ends, and the small farmersare deserting 
the recently formed Agrarian League by the 
hundreds. Itis calculated that nearly 40,000 
farmers,or almost a third of the whole mem- 
bership, have already seceded, The under- 
ground work continues against the Russian 
treaty. Fora moment the deliberations rest, 
but the Russian delegates will remuin here 
until they are resumed after New Year. 


THE EMPEROR AND THE ARMY. 

In spite of the slow progress made it is ex- 
pected that an understanding will be reached 
New Year that will unite all the command- 
ing officers ofthe German Army around the 
Emperor, when he is accustomed to address 
them. The Emperor’s speech is looked for- 
ward to as a prediction of the coming situa- 
tion. 

This year Prince Leopold of Bavaria, In- 
spector of the 4th Army Corps, will be 

resent. His arrival is just announced. The 

-rince was absent last year on account of 
some Gisagreement between the govern- 
ments. 

CLEVELAND'S DISCRIMINATION, 

It has been remarked here that in his last 
message to Congress, President Cleveland, 
speaking of the foreign relations, has, it is 
claimed, discrimiated in his expressions 
between France and Germany. While the 
former are announced as being ‘‘excellent,’’ 
the latter are regarded as only ‘‘satisfac- 
tory!’’ This creates considerable surprise in 
diplomatic circles, as nothing has occurred 
on this side to mar the excellent relations. 

The publication of Count Von Fulenberg’s 
circular has createda sensation hardly in- 
ferior to that produced by the original publi- 
cation of the Gecree itself, which led to the 
great Reichstag debate in which Prince Bis- 
marck in a masterly speech expounded its 
importance and declared that it was not 
aimed at creating a new prerogative.

The Large Amount the Income or Other 
Tax Must Supply. 


COMPARISONS GIVING A DETAILED 
VIEW OF PROBABLE SHORTAGE. 


The McKinley Bill Provisions for Revenue 
and Those Proposed by the Wilson 
Tariff Bill, Showing the Schedules in 
Which the Principal Decreases Will 
Occur—Ways and Means Committee 
Work. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 23.—There Is little 
possibility of an early settlement of the main 
differences of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tees as to whether to make the income tax 
an individual or corporate investment tax, 
The majority of the members will not come 
together for a week and the matter 
will be left undecided until then, 
at least; but there is an opinion ex- 
pressed that the plan outlined by President 
Cleveland in his annual message will de 
finally agreed to. Meanwhile the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Internal Revenue will continue to 
work on the bill. 

Asa majority of the sub-committee favor 
an inaividual revenue taz it is very likely 
that a bill will be prepared on that basis and 
submitted to the full committee, when an 
actual test will come on the proposition to 
approve the bill,

The Senate has always taken the 
ground that the House has no right to inter- 
fere with the Senate’s management of 
affairs, and to this view the House appar- 
ently yielded assent after a struggle which 
has continued for a decade at the expense of 
much time of both Senators and House mem- 
bers and of much cost of printing of speeches 
and of delay in legislation. 

Provably the reason for the surrender of 
the House Is found in the fact that that vouy 
has found the example of the Senate in em- 
ploying clerks for individual members 
worthy of imitation and now employs such 
clerks itself.

Taking these figures as a basis of calculation, 
the excess of expenditures over receipts for 
the month will be between $6,000,000 and 37, 
000,000, and as the deficiency in the revenues 
for the first five moaths of the fiscal year 
was approximated at $30,000,000, the indica- 
tions are that the first half of the year wiil 
show a deficiency of between $86,000,000 and

IN OKEEFINOKEE SWAMP, 


Valuable for Its Timber and Famous as 

7 Source of the Suwanee. 

Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

The Okeefinokee Swamp is larger than the 
Dismal Swamp in Virginia. It extends from 
the eastern part of ColumDia Oounty, 
F:orida, It is sixty miles in length and 
twenty miles in breadth. Its jangles are 
quite as thick and impassableas those in 
Africa and India. Two-thirds of the swamp 
is inundated. In its Interior are several 


lakes and Islands. 
There is a dense growth of rogemdry pines 


on the islands. The black cypress, which is 
used for manufacturing purposes, is found 
in abundance throughout the swamp, 1 
timber in the Okeefinokee is estimated to 
worth nearly $5,000,000. 

The interior of the swamp is reached by 
means of canoes, The depth of the water 
ranges from three to ten feet. The mud is 
very deep in some places, which makes trav- 
eling very difficult. The jungles consist of 
reeds, briars, bamboos, cypress, tu 
thorn busbes, pine sapiings, dwarf palmet- 
toes, creeping vines and small trees. A path- 
way for canoes is made by cutting a swath in 
the jungie large enough for two canoes to 
pass each other. 

An area of several miles has never been 
explored. It is in the southwestern rt, 
near the Florida line. The surface of the 
mysterious place is covered by a dense growth 
of reedsand vines. A fog hovers over it con- 
tinually. The surface is composed of a 
yellow-colored mud, which is formed by 
decomposed reeds, leaves and vines. Its 
depth at the outer edge is ten feet, while its 
depth in the interior is unknown. 

The quick mud is treacherous and danger- 
ous. Without a moment’s warning, or any

CHANGES IN THE RUD. 


George Rhodes Makes Some Suggestions 
to Foot Ball Authorities. 


The Rugby foot ball game, to be played 
next Saturday afternoon week at new 
Sportsman’s Park, between elevens selected 
from the Merchants’ and Mechanies’ Ex- 
changes is causing much comment.

The de- 
fenders of the game, as now played, ciaim 
thatitis the danger and risk to life and 
limb that makes the game 80 popular. To 
this I would say, that any game or contest 
in which quite a large percentage of the 
participants are crippled (unless there is 
some other incentive) will soon lose its popu - 
larity. Several schools and colleges have 
prohibited their students from participating 
in any foot bali contests, claiming, that 
„the game, as it is now played, is the 
height of brutality, the game as a 
prize fight, only on a larger scale,“ 

“One of the reasons why I should like to see 
ours ana the English rules (which of course 
means the rules of Great Britain and Ireland) 
made uniform, fs that it would allow of in- 
ternational contests, which would be very 
interesting. As the two codes of rules now 
stand, international contests are practically 
impossibie.

Redical Opposition to Them as Lawyers 


in Pennsylvania.

| CODE OF CROOKS... 
Ingenious System of Hieroglyphics and 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-Disratcu. 

Burglars, incendiaries, murderers * and 
crooks in general have at all times indulged 
in a language of their own, as well as in cer- 
tain cabalistic signs, unintelligible to the 
outsider, by which they could communicate 
with each other and impart. important 
secrets and missions tothe absent ones of the 
fraternity. * 

One of the most interesting books ever 
written on this subject is the one published 
by F. Ch. B. Ave-Lallement. In it he has 
ottiected innumerable graphic signs and 
characters used by these people, many of 


which are directly traceable ta the old-time | 


incendiary marks employed by an extensive 
gang of highwaymen and robbers, to desig- 
nate the house which was to be plundered, 
and burned to the ground after its inmates 
had been murde „ During the Thirty 
Years’ War, when lawlessness prevailed to 
a most frightful extent, Germany was over- 
run with organized bands of this kind. On 
the walls of a lonely chapel in Thuringia the 
following signal was discovered and exists 


to this day:

The first line was the call to the gang, the 
second signined the acceptance by the 
various members, evidenced by their signa- 
tures. The first line is thus interpreted: The 
fourth house from the given point in the 
direction of the arrow is the place to be 
robbed. Time: The right of the last quarter 
of the moon. These signs were plainly 
legible to the highwaymen of that day, and 
if such an one passed by the chapel and saw 
the call, and was willing to participate, he 
certified to it by cutting his mark witha 
knife underneath the mysterious sentence. 
Every member of the gang had his mark, a 
sort of coat-of arms Known to the entire 
fraternity. The bird, dice, key, pot and 
chain in the second line represent as many 
signatures on the coming of the owners 
of ~ as the originator of the plot could de- 
pend. 

Many of these peculiar characteristics are 
in vogue to-day, and can be found engraved 
in walls, fences and trees near cross-roads, 
where some of the fraternity are likely to 
pass. An arrow crossed by a key is a sign of 
burglary; cards crossed by an arrow are the 
emblem of traveling card-sharks and monte 
men. 

Another hieroglyph which was discovered 
in Styria and dates back to the last eentury 


has for its initial sign the parrot, the signa- 
ture of a notorious burglar of that time, who 
spoke fluently several languages. This is 
followed by the design of a church and a key. 
Underneath are seen three stones, which 
in the peasant calendar of that day meant 
St. Stephen’s Day, because that saint was 
stoned to death. hese stones, of course, 
designate a date, St. Stephen’s Day. e 
doll- baby indicates the day of the nativity of 
Christ—the 25th of December. The whole is 
not quite legible.

Will Quote Victor Hugo, Renan, Proud - 
hon and Many Other Prominent Writ- 
ers as the Teachers of the Bomb- 
Thrower— Will Claim Those Immortals 
Have Urged the Dynamiter to His 
Murderous Act in the Chamber of 
Deputies— A New Play—A Horrible 
Crime—Affairs in France. 


Parts, Dec. 28.—Before the Chamber of 
Deputies adjourned it had quite recoVered 
its wonted cheerfulness... No great precau- 
tion against further bémb-throwing had 
been taken. The Post-DIsPpaTCH correspon- 
dent walked, without having a ticket, trom 
the street into the Salle de la Palx, where the 
Deputies go to talk and stretch their legs 
during and after the sitting. 

M. Dupuy, the President of the Chamber, 
gained sympathy on all sides by his courage- 
ous conduct, yet jokes have been freely made 
on the subject. A Radical Deputy says the 
President’s remark immediately after the 
explosion, **The Chamber dies, but does not 
shut up,’’ wasa travesty of a historical say- 
ing. 

The button of an electric bell is now placed 
at the President’s right hand, by which he 
can instantly cause all the exits to be closed. 
The public gallery has been closed during re- 
pairs. It will be screened by wire work to 
prevent bomb-throwing. Vailiant was not 
in that gallery, by the way. Journalists will 
not be treated as suspicious persons nor en- 
closed by wire work. 

M. Deshayes, the advocate who has under-

present, and it was unanimously 
deciaed to renounce the Knights of Labor. It 
is stated that this step will speedily causethe 
downfall of the Knights of Labor, as the gar- 
ment workers are said to be the backbone of 
that organization. 

John Lawrence of Clothing-Cntters’ Union, 
No. 2,853, Knights of Labor, was Chairman, 
Samuel Aulter of the same union was Secre- 
tary. The Chairman reported the 
work done by the harmony commit- 
tee. Our proposals, he said, 
„went before the Knights of Labor 
ececutive board, but theyrejectedthem. The 
same proposals were sent to the American 
Federation of Labor, and they not only 
adopted them but promised us all the sup- 
port in their power.’’ 

A long manifesto attacking the Knights of 
Labor and setting forth reasons for the sev- 
erance of the relations existing heretofore 
between them is issued by the garment work- 
ers. It alleges dissatisfaction with Grand 
Master Sovereign. 


ALABAMA DEMOCRATS. 


Leaders Believe the Populist-Kolbite 
Combine Will Be Downed 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 23.—Chairman A. 
G. Smith issued to-day a call for the meeting 
of the State Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee in the City of Montgomery on Monday, 
Jan. 27. 

The meeting is to name a day and place for 
the holding of the State Democratic Conven- 
tion. The call puts the State campaign in 


full blast. Its coming so early is regarded as 
a bold stroke by Democracy to meet the Pop- 
ulist-Kolbite combination at their own 
breastworks. 

Chairman Smith, in conversation with the 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent, expressed the 
greatest confidence in Democratic victory 
this year.

Twenty years ago Mrs. Williams was a8 
woman of national reputation in Washington 
society. Thereare many who will remem- 
ber the stout, dark, imperious, bramy 
woman who was atthe head of the house- 
hold of Oregon’s famous Senator and Grant’s 
Attorney-General. The very qualities that 
made her prominent then are the ones that 
give hersucha strange influence over her 
deluded followers, now that she bas aban- 
doned society and its dissipations to become 
the special instrument and mouth- piece of 
the Almighty, and subsists on a diet of 
ody and blood,’’ while leading her follow- 
ers through the wilderness.’’ 

In 1874 Grant sent George H. Williams’ 
name to the Senate for confirmation as Ohief 
Justice of the United States to succeed 
Salmon F. Chase. Williams was then Attor- 
ney-General. His confirmation was bitterly 
opposed by the Southern Democrats and dy 
many Republicans, To relieve the President 
Gen. Williams requested that his name be 
withdrawn, and he then returned to Oregon 
and settled down in Portland. Previously 
he had met the present Mrs. Williams in 
Portland. They were married after a brief 
courtship, 

In Washington society Mrs. Williams dis- 
played a personal magnetism and a mental 
brilllance that at once made her a social 
leader, Her entertainments were attended 
by the greatest men ofthe nation. She was 
an important factor in her husband’s ad- 
vancement. President Grant was one of 


those who came under her magic spell, and 
to her influence with him has been ascribed 
the Jndge’s nomination to the Supreme 
bench. There is little doubt also that the 
jealousy of other society leaders, especially 
senators’ wives, had much to do with the 
fight made in the Senate to defeat his con- 
ur mation. 

Her Washington career being ended, she 
returned to Portland and became the gayest 
of the gay. As the years went on there came 
achange. She became an ascetic, with new 
and radical ideas of life and death, She gath- 
ered about her a few of the more spiritually 
inclined ot her former associates and to these 
were added others of the best people of Port- 
land, almost exclusively ladies. To these 
the new prophet expounded the Scriptures 
in a delightfully unorthodox way, bat with 
such sweetness of manner, such force of 
statement, that her teachings took deep hold 
upon some of them. 

Gradually her statements became more and 
more rabid ; she proclaimed herself to be in 
direct communication with the Almighty. 
Then the character of her audiences and fol- 
lowers changed, until at last, with the ex- 
ception of one or two of the refined and in- 
telligent ladies who were her first pupils, 
her following now consists solely of ignorant 
fanatics, who look upon her as inspired of 
God, and obey unquestionably her least in- 
junction, no matter how absurd. 

Inspired by her, they starve themselves 
and their children, even infants; quit their 
employment, neglect domestic duties, and 
are preparing for the time, a few months 
distant, when they will be the only ones 
saved in the crash of matter and the wreck of 
worids she positively predicts. 

Mrs. Williams and her followers are not 
Christian Scientists. They do not believe 
that God is the all- pervading spirit of good- 
ness. Onthecontrary, the Lord is an ex- 
tremely personal and individual being, and 
the devil has a tangible, terrirying exis- 
tence. So personal is God, and on such 
familiar footing with him is she, that she 
orders him around much as a gentleman 
would his valet. Afew years ggo she used 
to pray to him humdiy for What she wanted. 
Now she imperiously demands it. 

Her followers are not so dictatorial to the 
Almighty, but they Delleve they can con- 
verse with him and that he tells them what 
todo. A few days ago a man and wife were 
under arrest for abusing their infant, two 
he ofage, by xiving it no nourishment 

ut “body and blood, meaning crackers and 
water. They had been arrested before, and 
two other children had been taken from 
them, but they had been permitted to keep 
the baby under injunction to give it proper 
nourishment, Falling to do this, they were 
arrested. 

The only defense the father offered was to 
say that he had asked God about it, and had 
been ordered by him to give the baby 
nothing but ‘‘body and blood.’’ He refused 
to promise to feed theinfant, and when the 
County Judge took it away from him, he ex- 
claimed: May God have mercy on your 
soul and upon the souls of all others who 
take part in this act!““ 

The police have discovered a number of 
families whose children are being thus put 
through a process of purification by their 
parents, and have taken the children away 
and given them tothe Boys’ and Girls’ Aid 
Society. 

‘-Going through the wilderness,’’ is the 
phrase by which this purification of the 
by fasting forty days is callea. Half a dosen 
persons have already starved to death in at- 
tempting this teat, possible only toa person 
with a vigorous constitution.

reminded some ot the settlers of old times. 
We tied him securely toatree and left him 
to his meditations until after dark, when, to 
our great surprise, he led along like an old 
mule. 
SNOW ON THE SIERRAS. 

About five miles from Chinese Camp we 
struck the Toulumne River, and from there 
until we began to descend: from the main 
crest of the Sierras toward Mono Lake on the 
great basin side we were in a most delightful 


and fascinating mountain country, fully 
ninety miles in width. The road follows 
the Toulumne’s general course for nearly 
twenty miles. As we saw the Toulumne, 
then perhaps at its highest, it was a stream 
about 160 feet in width, and where about six 
or eight feet in depth runs about twelve 
miles per hour. 

Ihe water was as clear as crystal and as 
cold as the snow which it had been but a few 
hours previous. Here and therea brook or 
creek crossed the road unbridged. We could 
not pass any of these without at least sam- 
pling the water, and each succeeding one 
seemed better than those before.

We could have continued right along 
on the stage road to Yosemite, but we wanted 
to do more than that and the more we were 
told of the danger the more we wanted to at- 
tempt the Hetca Hetchy trail, So we got di- 
rec as as there was a definite trail 
and started out determined to follow our 
compasses and charts, and rely upon our 
general knowledge of the mountains to take 
us through. In reality there was only 
ten miles of dubious country, the 
first ten being laid out beyond mistake 
by the -man. We had provisions for 
a three weeks and could certainty find 
ourselves in that time if we should get. lost, 
That night we reached the half-way point. 
We determined to camp there the next day

ness of the ground, I bore heavily to the left 
and soon recognized a small mountain mead- 
ow which I had crossed in the morning, and 
which was not baif a mile from our camp. 
I lost no time in getting to cump and found 
my companion just on the point of going out 
after me. 

On the next day an early start put us well 
on our way before the sun had got very higb. 
About an hour and a half brought us to the 
end of the trail I had made, and from there 
on our progress was slower, but about 8 
o’clock in the afternoon I concluded that we 
had gone far enough towards the north and 
should commence to turn eastward. I as- 
cended the ridge on our rightand caught a 
glimpse of the lake about four miles to the 
east. Ifyouhave seenany of those fresh 
water lakes which one runs across in high 
mountain regions, and are fed dy pure snow 
water, you cap imagine how fascfnating the 
scene Was to me. I was at quite an elevation 
above it, and saw only a small portion 
of it over a ridge and through a V-shaped 
opening between the mountains nearit. On 
the opposite side a wall of granite rose al- 
most perpendicularly for at least 1,000 feet. 
I have seen many such lakes, but never one 
that left such a lasting impression upon me. 
I suppose because it was so hard to get at. 
Between us and the lake, the Cherry River, 
a branch of the Tuolumne, ran through a 
deep narrow Valley, across which we would 
have to go. When we reached this river it 
was nearly dark and we were ready to camp. 
The next day we hupted up the bridge 
whith we were told was to be found there;

The sight of snow in our path made us 
eager to get into u and on our way. 80, 
upplied with provisions enough as we 
thought for three weeks (we really did eat

we got an early start, we couli aot get more 
than about six miles before the snow became 
so soft that it would not dear our jack, but 
fortunately we were near Lale Tenaya, and 
we succeeded in reaching a b cabin which 
stands on its shore. 
old-fashioned fireplace, and in the front of 
the door was a snow bank four feet deep. 
We cut some big dack logs and plenty of 
smaller wood, and bulit a roaring fire, There 
being plenty of dry grass for our jack we 
detérmined to camp there the next day and 
cook some provisions abead and restupa 
little before attempting the road again. I 
never experienced as much teal comfort nor 
more sound enjoyment than we had that 
night. We were very bungry, and tired 
enough to e enjoy our sleep, yet 
felt that we could sit up as long as we 
pleased, not having to start out in the 
morning. And what a feast we did have 
and how we did eat! To be sure it 
consisted only of baeon and bear’s meat, 
nice and juicy, though not tender, with 
**‘fapjacks’’ and coffee. Our flapjacks 
we made witha batter consisting of flour 


with alittle cornmeal, baking powder and 


water, mixed rather thin. This we cooked 
like pancakes in a fryingpan, using bear’s 
fat for seasoning. ou see We must have | 
heen very hardy to digest such f diet. Well, 
we were, and nothing else woulé have satis- 
fed us at all. Traveling through the snow 
requires energy, and that is thé source from 
which we got our strength, for during the 
whole 9 we did not lose a pound in weight. 
We saw that we must travel eatly in the day 
over that snow on account of the jack; 10 
o’clock was as late as it would bear him, 80 
during the next three days we got up about 
2 or 2:80 in the morning and wee able to get 
under way by 4 or 4:80. It always took us 
over two hours to get our Dreakfast, adjust 
the packs and bind them on the jack—no five 
minute meals for us on that trip if we ex- 
pected to get far afterwards.

SIDE-TRALKEED THE MULE. 


The Trolley Successfully Used on 
Erie Canel. 


Special correspondence of SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

New York, Dec. 21,—The trolley has forced 
the street car horse out of business, and now 
the canal mule is about to lose his job. The 
recent successful experiment on the Erie 
Canal, near this city, convinced Gov. Flower 
and experts like Evan Thomas, President of 
the New York Produce Exchange, that elec- 
tricity is the cheapest and best mode of pro- 
pulsion for canal boats yet tried. 

The experiment was made at Brighton, be- 
tween locks dd and 66. F. W. Hawley. repre- 
senting the Niagara Falls Power Co., and 
Electrician Elias Uhesrown of the Westing- 
house Co. of Pittsburg, had constructed a 


the 


boats. One of the wires was connected with 
the feeder of a street railway, running near 
the tow-path, and the return line was con- 
nected with the track rall. 


The boat was crowded when Gov, Flower 
and the party of State officers arrived. When 
the Hawley was lined up under the trolley 
wires the Governor, at a signal from the elec- 
trician, threw over the lever of the control. 
ler. Ihe first standard canal boat ever pro- 
pelled by electricity began to move against 
the current, amid a storm of cheers. ithin 
ashort time a speed approximating four 
miles an hour was attained, and the Hawie 
passed under the low bridge and into Loc 
64in safety. While the boat was in the lock 
Gov. Flower made a Uttle speech, in which 
he said: 

In 1829, when DeWitt Clinton started 
from Buffalo for Albany on a canal boat he 
had a military escort, but there was no elec-

mile of trolley system over the canal. A 
standard size canal boat, the normal pro- 
pelling power of which was steam, operat- 
ing an old-fashioned dish pan propellor, was 
brought from Buffalo, and at once rechrist- 
ened the Frank W. Hawley. The boat was 
laced inthe weighlock, and the Westing- 
ouse engineer removed the engine and 
boller. 

Then they coupled two Westinghouse 
twenty-five horse power, standard type, 
street railway motors directly to the propel- 
lor shaft. A Westinghouse controller of the 
ordinary standard type was placed in posi- 
tion, and two street-car trolleys were Dolted 
to the deck, The craft was then ready for 
the trial. 

The overhead construction was of the typi- 
cal trolle system for double tracks 
although but a single trolley wire was use 
in the test. In practical canal work two 
complete circuits will be used, one for east- 
bound boats and the other for west-bound 


tricity to move boats or transmit news. They 
sent the fact of his starting from Buffalo to 
New York by the successive discharge of can- 
non along the banks, and the time occupied 
in thus sending the news was an hour and 
fifty minutes.

‘*Only forty tons of merchandise were sent 
from Buffalo to New York that year, but now 
3,000,000 tonsare sent through annually.

This experiment will give new life to the 
commerce of States along the great lakes 
and make the transportation on the Erle 
Canal equal to that onthe Mississippi. I re- 
garditas a great privilege as Governor to 
witness this experiment which marks the 
change from horse and mule power on the 


canal to electricity, which will quadruple 
the usefalness of the canal.“

Under the qucial test of war it 
may be found that mary mistakes have been 
made. if I showld yamture to point out ane 
of these, it would be the multiplicity of de- 
vices which every bDraneb of physical science 
has contributed teovercrowda our ships. Not 
that they do not admirably serve their pur- 

ose, but I fear that we, as sallors, are grow- 

ng to rely upon then, and will be 
lost when the rude shock of battle 
breaks our electric wires and disar- 
ranges the delicate machinery upon 
which we now depend in a thousand ways. 
In the main, however, I venture to think 
that the tattle-ship of to-day has a sound 
reason for all her principal features, and the 
type will persist. The stability will continue 
to be carefully protected by vertical armor. 
Many of the accidents, both in battle and 
times of peace, to which great ships are ila- 
ble, will be diminished by the adoption of 
liquid fuel. The main battery will be 
mounted in turrets furnishing complete pro- 
tection tothe guns, and, as far as possible, 
to the machinery for their manipulation and 
for the supply of ammupition. The sec- 
ondary battery will be protected in propor- 
tion to its importance, while every gun 
position with its crew will be protected 
against machine and rap gun fire. The 
time will never come when we shall cease to 
demand higher requirements in the battie- 
ship. Fortunately all requirements are in- 
terchangeable. Armor may be substituted 
for guns, guns for fuel, so that the saving in 
one direction may at once be utilized in 
another.

‘The orders from outside sources 
were exceedingly small and limited and the 
weather too was ofsuch a nature that the 
elements of risk figured to no sma)! extent in 
the case, and men oe it all in all it has proved 
the most unsatisfactory and unprofitable 
season known to the trade. Unfavorable 
conditions existed to a discouraging extent. 
The usual number of wholesale houses did 
not Invest, thinking no doubt they would 
have to pay the usual stiff prices prevailing 
and although turkeys have been as cheap as 
beef, but a portion of the public seem to have 
been aware of it or orders and purchases 
would have been more liberal.

The greatest opposition the poultry dealers 
here have met with during the past few days 
came fromthe big packing companies, who 
have brought here from their Kansas Oity 
houses no less than four car loads of turkeys, 
mainly trom Kansas towns. This stock was 
alldry pickec, with heads and legs and un- 
drawn, and met with read sale to West End 
butchers at 8 cents per pound. It was easy 
to retail this stock afterwards at 10 cents to 
consumers, who were accustomed to paying 
much more, These A ate and packing 
companies are now selling poultry with their 
other meats, but a large amount of that trade 
has been missed by the commission houses 
and poultry dealers, and tosome extent ac- 
counts§for the lighter sales made to the West 
knd dealers—the best trade in the city. 


Whatever fault the Florida orange growers 
may have to find with the markets every- 
where, andthe very low prices ruling for 
their fine fruit, there are other parties to 
whom allthis fruit ts proving a veritable 
bonanga. Even if only 4,000,000 baxes are 
shipped out of the State, and lower figures 
are not Damed by any boay y. this immense 
crop means just $3,000,000 to the rallroads 
who haul this fruit to the various markets of 
the country. Suchasum these hard. times 
will prove a great windfall to the transporta- 
tion companies. By the way, inthe general 
reduction in values, railroad rates do not 
keep pace with the times or encourage pro- 
duction by some little reduction in the 
charges established in an era of at pros- 
periy. here should be some shrinkage in 
rates to properly meet the situation.

He tied up the three volumes in a red 
handkerchief; he found Mr. McKee at his 
tea, and he began in a low, mysterious whis- 
r, with aregretful air, to unfold his sad 
to the intellectual umpire, as if his 
niece had been guilty of some dreadful indis- 
cretion. 

Mr. McKee advised him totake comfort, 
saying thatthe book might not have been 
written his niece at all, but he requested 
Hugh to draw up and take a dish of tea and 
let him see the book.

A Celebrated Actress Flayed the Part 
When She Was Really Mad. 
Written for the SUNDAY POstT-DISPATCH. 

The English poet, John Day, who lived 
from 1688 to 1732, wrote his Dallad, ‘‘Black- 
eyed susanna, in honor of urs. Moatford, 
a distinguished actress of thattime. A pecu- 
liarly tragic fate overtook this gifted woman. 
After her retirement from the stage she be- 
came insane through an unfortunate love

The ankles are 
more susceptible to cold man the rest of the 
body and should have adequate protection, 
indoor and out. Io take of high overshoes, 
high shoes and heavy stockings and don silk 
stockings and slippers is pure imbecility. 
Even in the worst weather it is advisable 
for a woman to get out into the open air for a 
while. Nothing renders one 80 liable to take 
cold as to remain warmly housed for too 
many days in succession and then to brave the 
outer atmosphere. :

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THE CARE OF THE PIANO 


It Needs More Attention Than Any Other 
Piece of Furniture. 


Pianos are troublesome luxartes, eveb for 
thelrowners, They are always getting out 
of tune. The temperattre of the room must 
be regulated by their needs. They get 
scratchea and smoky on the outside, the 
ivories grow yellow, the sounding-board be- 
comes warped, the strings collect dust. And 
inexperienced pianists will play upon them. 


All of these trials can be rendered endurable 
by @ little carg, except, perhaps, the last. 

In the first place, a Competent tuner must 
be engaged to come to the house at regular 
intervals and tune the plane. Different 
makes require diferent number of tunings, 
varying fromtwo to six in the course of a 
year. That is a question which it is wiser to 
have settled by a reliabie musical authority 
than by the family income. 

In winter the plano must be kept In a cool 
part of the room, never anywhere 
near the register or heater. Heat Wil erack 
the sounding board. in damp weather the 
piano should be closed, except when it is in 
use, for danipness is one Of Its worst foes. In 
Gry weather the piano shouid be kept open, 
so that the dry air may reach the action and 
key-board. This will keep the dampness 
from the action, the keys from sticking, the 
Strings from rusting and the lvortes from 
growing yellow, allof which things happen 
to planos which are kept closed too mach, 
The effect of the sun upoo the varnish is to 
Dlister it badly, so that unless one wishes the 
expense of revarnishing, which is by no 
means as mall one, she should never ullow 
the sun to shine upon the instrument, Damp- 
ness, on the other hand, brings a pecullar 
smokiness and dinginess to the varnish. 
This may be removed by washing with a 
eponee and tepid water and rubbing imme- 

ately with a chamols, wrung out asdry as 
possible from water. lo obtain a nid 
polish rab with plano oll and then witha 
pace of cotton flannel dampened with aico- 
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The Iwo Grlets.
